City Treasurer John J. 
Dwyer, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee, said to- 
day his own Fourth ward or- 
ganization will back a slate of 
13 candidateg for election to 
the charter board of freehold- 
ers May 8, and he expects most 
other Democratic ward groups 
to do the same. 

Dwyer said he doubts that 
the Democratic City Commit- 
tee will formally indorse its 
own group of freeholder can- 
didates, in opposition to the 
slate backed by the St. Louis 
Citizens’ Charter Committee, 
although he conceded that 
could happen. 

“I think most of the commit- 
tee members will pick their 
own slate to support in their 
own ward, on an_ individual 
basis,” he said. 

Sample Ballots Planned. 


“Swyer, Democratic commit- 
teeman of the Fourth ward, said 
his ward organization has not 
decided which freeholder can- 
didates it will support. But, 
he said, a favored slate will be 
selected before the election, 
and his group plans to dis- 
tribute sample ballots in his 
ward for its slate. 

He pointed out that his ward's 
slate, and those of other Dem- 
ocratic fommitteemen, may in- 
clude ‘some candidates backed 
by the citizens’ committee. He 
added that he did not think 
the citizens’ slate, which will 
be backed by Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker, “is the strongest 
group that could be selected 
from all the candidates.” 

It was reported that many 
Democratic ward leaders are 
likely to support three or four 
freeholder candidates indorsed 
by the citizens’ committee, in- 
cluding William A. Webb, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union; John 
J. Nally, business representa- 
tive of the Tile Layers Union, 
and David M. Grant, Negro at- 
torney. 

Other freeholder candidates 
not on the citizens’ slate, who 
are likely to have Democratic 
organization backing, include 
Philip M. Sestric, James S. 
Corcoran and Hugo S. Albrecht. 

Sestric is a brother of Magis- 
trate Anton Sestric, Eighth 
Ward committeeman, and Di- 
rector of Public Safety Joseph 
Sestric. Corcoran, an attorney, 
is a brother of Mrs. Charlotte 
Corcoran Lee, Democratic com- 
mitteewoman of the Fourth 
Ward. Albrecht, a real estate 
dealer, is former committeeman 
of the Thirteenth Ward. 


Position Taken by G.O.P. 


Charles P. McBride, chair- 
man of the Republican City 
Committee, said the G.O.P. com- 
mittee will not back a slate in 
opposition to the citizens group, 
atlhough some Republican ward 
organizations may pick a group 
of candidates to support in the 
May 8 election. He said he did 
not know how many G.O.P. com- 
mittee members would do this, 
however. 

The Citizens’ Charter Com- 
mittee, which was formed to 
support ‘a representative group 
of qualified candidates for the 
charter board, plans an inten- 
sive campaign to elect its slate. 
The 13 freeholders elected May 
8 will study the city charter 
and make recommendations for 
improvements.

WASHINGTON, April, 18— 


President Eisenhower, in his 
first frankly partisan speech 
this year, told Republican lead- 


ers last night they should build 
a “crusading organization” to 
appeal to “indepeidents and 
sound-thinking Democrats.” 

He spoke at a closing dinner 
to 800 party leaders from all 
parts of the nation, who at- 
tended a two-day meeting ar- 
ranged by the national head- 
quarters to plan for the 1956 
presidential and congressional 
elections 

‘No Easy Battle.’ 

The former supreme com- 
mander of SHAEF and SHAPE 
warned the top party organizers 


that “there is ao such thing as 
an easy battle” and asserted 
that “the good fighter takes 


nothing for granted.’ He urged 
them particularly to get young 
people as working members of 
the party. 

For such a gathering of prac- 
tical politicians his speech was 
on a high level. It's theme was 
that the 1956 campaign should 
be devoted to “people and prin- 
ciples” with a great emphasis 
on spiritual values. 

Although he was introduced 
by Vice President Nixon, he 
did not follow the example of 
preceding speakers to say that 
the ticket this year would be 
the same as in 1952—Eisen- 
hower and Nixon. 

The hall, arranged like a 
miniature national convention, 
had large pictures of the Presi- 

nt and Vice President. There 
were large signs Opposite the 
head table with the greetings 
“Hi Ike” and “Hi Dick.” The 
objective of the two-day Ses- 
sion was exemplified by a huge 
banner over the speaker's plat- 
form, “Ring the bells and tell 
the people.” 

Ticket Taken for Granted. 

While everyone, including 
Republican National Chairman 
Leonard W. Hal!, who presided, 
appeared to take for granted 
that the 1956 slate would be 
Eisenhower and. Nixon, neither 
gave public expression of this 
probability. 

In his introduction, Nixon 
told the President for the audi- 
ence that “we shall serve in 
any capacity necessary to as- 
sure your re-election.”

Systems Different. 

“The social and political sys-

JEFFERSON CITY, April 18 
—The Senate Appropriations 


Committee today recommended | 
appropriations of $36,256,352 of | 
state building bond funds for | 


state colleges and universities, 
$20,746,760 for state eleemosy- 
nary institutions and $15,000,- 
000 for penal rehabilitation. 


The total—about $3,000,000 
less than that passed by the 
House—comes to $72,078,112 of 
the $75,000,000 bond issue fund, 
Senator John W. Nobel ‘(Dem.), 
Kennett, committee chairman, 
said the differences would serve 
as a “cushion” against emer- 
gencies. The House appropri- 
ated the entire sum. 

The committee also reported 
out an omnibus bill of $1,760,- 
599 from general revenue to 
meet operational deficits in 
various state agencies and de- 
partments. This was only $90,- 
000 less than the amount passed 
by the House. The bill for 
emergency funds for the State 
Hospital at Fulton to repair re 
cent fire damage and to supple- 
ment some bond funds was un- 
changed from the House total 
of $2,753,000. 

Educational Funds. 

Only the University of Mis- 
souri and the Missouri School 
of Mines at Rolla, among the 
state higher educational insti- 
tutions, would get larger appro- 
priations under the Senate 
committee’s proposal. The uni- 
versity would get $19,175,000 
instad of the $17,533,200 voted 
by the House. The School of 


Mines would receive $3,625,000 , 


instead of the House-approved 
$3,540,000. 

Among the eleemosynary in- 
stitiitions, one of the largest 


cuts in the House-approved ap- | 


propriations was that for the 
St. Louis State Hospital. The 
House allocation of $6,000,000 
was cut by the Senate commit- 
tee to $4,750,000. The commit- 
tee would allocate $1,000,000 
for additions, $3,000,000 for an 
administration and clinic build- 
ing afid $750,000 for a new 
nurses’ home, 

Earlier today, the Senate 
committee had cut the penal 
fund bill by $900,000 from the 
$15.900,000 voted by the House. 
The Senate bil] included a $10, 
000,000 medium security prison 
also approved by the House, 
however. It would permit the 
money to be used for remodel- 
ing Algoa Intermediate Re- 
formatory or Church Prison 
Farm or some other state penal 
institution for the purpose of 
a medium security structure. 

The Senate bill would ap- 
propriate the prison funds to 
the State Board of Public 
Buildings to conform to a bill 


authorizing the medium secur-. 


ity prison and placing its con- 
struction in the hands of the 
building board which had been 
approved earlier by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Correctional 
Institutions. 

Objections to Bill. 

That bill aroused tne objec- 
tions today of Senator Leo J. 
Rozier (Rep.), Perryville, who 
pointed out that present law 
gives the Director of Correc- 
tions the duty of constructing 
new penal institutions or add- 
ing to present facilities 

While supporters of the bill 
argued this could be straight- 
ened out in the 1957 session 
after the site committee has 
completed its work, Represen- 
tative Floyd R. Gibson (Dem.), 
Independence, majority floor 
leader who is handling the me- 
dium security prison bill for the 
Administration, said the ques- 
tion had better be settled now. 

The Senate Appropriations 
Committee reduced by $1,000,- 
000 the amount passed by the 
House for prisons, exclusive of 
the two stateetraining schools. 
The $1,000,000 cut from the 
House bill by the Senate com-

WASHINGTON, April 18— 
Six present or former employes 
of Tass testified yesterday that 
they were not members of the 

- Communist party during their 
employment by the Soviet news 
agency. 

Lawrence Todd, Washington 
correspondent for Tass for 29 
years, told the Senate inter- 
nal security subcommittee that 
he “never” was a party mem- 
ber. Five other witnesses re- 
sorted to the protection against 
self-incrimination of the Fifth 
Amendment in refusing to an- 
swer questions concerning pe- 
riods prior to and after their 

_ employment. 
Stresses Non-Membership. 


Todd, who retired from Tass 
in 1952, emphasized his non- 
membership in the party re- 
peatedily when questioned by 
Senator Herman Welker (Rep.), 
Idaho. 


“Were you ever a member 
of the Communist party?” 
Welker asked. 

“Never,” Todd replied. 

“Never?” repeated Welker. 

“Never,” repeated Todd. 

“Prior to your employment 
by Tass?” the Senator pressed. 

“IT answered that,” Todd told 
him again. “Never.” 

Todd also testified that in 
his years in charge of the Wash- 
ington bureau he “never” em- 
ployed a Communist. He said 
authority to hire reporters 
rested in Tass headquarters in 
New York. Like other Tass 
employes who have testified be- 
fore the subcommittee, he said 
that the agency had a rule that 
employes could not engage in 
“political activities” and thus 
were barred from party mem- 
bership. 

Todd pleaded the Fifth 
Amendment when asked if he 
knew Nathan Gregory Silver- 
master and William Ludwig 
Uliman, named by Elizabeth 
Bentley, former Communist 
courier in Washington, as mem- 
bers of a Russian espionage ap- 
paratus in the Gevernment in 
the 1930s. 

Invokes Fifth Amendment. 


Mrs. Euphremia Virden Hall, 
a former Tass teletype operator 
here and now the wife of Rob 
Hall, former Washington cor- 
respondent of the Daily Worker, 
also swore she had not been a 
Communist when working for | 
Tass. She invoked the Fifth | 
Amendment when asked if she 
had been a Communist the day 
after she quit the staff. Hall | 
is now editor of the Sunday 
Worker, weekend edition of the 
Communist Daily Worker in 
New York. ; 

Mrs. Hall, who now lives in 
New York City, invoked the con- 
stitutional privilege again when 
Robert Morris, subcommittee 
counsel, asked if she had been 
Pecruited into the Communist 

rfy by Genevieve Taggard, a 

ulty member at Sarah Law- 
fence College from which Mrs. 
Hall was graduated in 1946. 
Morris identified Miss Taggard | 
gs the wife of Kenneth Durant, | 
former head of Tass in this | 
country. 

Tass Employe for 20 Years. 


Mrs. Esther Lowell Shields, | 
also of New York City, said she | 
had been a Tass employe for | 
20 years. She resorted to the | 
protection of the Fifth Amend- | 
ment when asked if she had | 
been a Communist the day be- | 
fore joining the staff. She did | 
so again in refusing to give her 
huband’s name.

Wilson Persists in Believing 
Myth That Russia Is Backward, 
Despite Evidence to Contrary 


By STEWART ALSOP 


Tendency to Regard Intelligence Experts 
as Impractical Longhairs Is Factor, 
Yet Data on Soviet Gains Are Avail- 
able in Reds’ Own Publications. 


WASHINGTON. 


T IS strange how the highest. administration officials stub- | 
| porn disbelieve what their own intelligence experts tell 
them. Take, for example, Secretary of Defense Charles E. | 
Wilson’s recent testimony before the House Appropriations 


Committee. 


“You know,” he said, “we 
cannot get very far ahead of 
them (the Soviets), because we 
talk so much in this country 
and write so many articles and 
publish so many pictures and 
magazine articles that they are 
always bound to be able to do 


it. Most of their weapons of | 


course, really came out of the 
western world.... ” 

No national myth dies harder 
than the notion that the Soviets 
are technically backward, capa- 


ble only of slavishly copying | 


what the West has already pro- 
duced. But it is really very odd 
that Secretary Wilson, after 
more than three years in office, 
should still believe in this com- 
fortable myth. For throughout 
those three years, Wilson has 
been literally deluged with evi- 
dence pointing in precisely the 
opposite direction. 
Nothing Mysterious. 


There is, moreover, nothing | 


particularly mysterious about 
the great bulk of this evidence 
~—it does not come from beauti- 
ful blond spies. 

Most of it comes, instead, 
from such items as a long, pro- 
fusely illustrated book called 
“Aviation Gas Turbine’ En- 
gines,”’ by G. S. Skubachevski. 
This formidable work was pub- 
lished in Moscow last year and 
is freely available in techni- 
cal bookshops in the Soviet Un- 
fon. When it arrived in Wash- 
ington recently if caused quite 
a fluttering in the intelligence 
dovecotes. 

It contained, for one thing, 
numerous cutaway drawings of 
something called # “split com- 
pressor engine.” The split com- 
pressor system is used in the 
most advanced American jet en- 
gine design, and.all diagrams 
and performance data are top 
secret. Yet here was a mere 
textbook, distributed to mere 
student en@imeers in the Soviet 
Union, containing numerous de- 
tailed diagrams of the split 
compressor engine. 

New Techniques. 

The notion that “they get it 
all from spies,” which is a com- 
panion myth to the “backward 
Russians” myth, does not hold 
up in this case either. The text 
of the book contains not only 
a highly sophisticated discus- 
sion of the split compressor en- 
gine, but a number of jet engi- 
neering techniques new to 
American experts. Soviet spies 
could not have stolen these 
ideas from us, simply because 
we didn’t have them.

The notion that all informa- | 
tion about Soviet weapons de- | 
velopments comes from beauti- | 
ful but highly untrustworthy 
blond spies is one reason why 
such officials as Wilson do nt 
really believe their own intel- 
ligence. Another reason is that 
men like Wilson and Secretary 
of the Treasury George M. 
Humphrey tend to regard the 
intelligence experts as imprac- 
tical longhairs. 

Had Been Told Before. 

Humphrey, for -example, re- 
cently became much exercised | 
when he learned from a British 
stee] tycoon who had made a 
tour of the Soviet Union that 
Soviet steel mills were as good 
as the best in Britain. As a 
member of the National Secu- 
rity Council, Humphrey had/'| 
been told repeatedly exactly 
the same thing in intelligence 
briefings. But he only really 
believed it when he learned it 
from a fellow businessman. 


A third reason is that the 


Central Intelligence Agency is 
prohibited from making com- 
parative estimates of Soviet and 
American weapons develop- 
ment, so that the estimates lack 
meaning and impact. But there 
is also another reason why high 
officials tend to disbelieve or 
disregard their own intelligence 
experts. Believing them would 
inexorably suggest all sorts of 
highly expensive and highly in- 
convenient action.

The task of training the sol- 
diers in the use of these new 
weapons — jets, tanks, rocket 
guns, automatic weapons, anti- 
tank and anti-aircraft guns—is 
a tough problem in view of the 
lack of modern technical know- 
how among the great majority 
of the Egyptian rank and file.

Again, Moscow Moves - 


The Russfans have launched the Khrushchev- 
Bulganin visit to Britain with two spectacular 
gestures of conciliation, They have announced 
dissolution of the Cominform, and have appealed 
for peace and a United Nations settlement in 
the Middle East. 

As the West well knows, each of these ges- 
tures can mean much or little, depending upon 
subsequent Soviet conduct. The Cominform 
could be replaced ‘by some other international 
agency of propaganda, as it replaced the Com- 
intern, which also was dissolved during a period 
of “friendship.” U.N. negotiations on the Arab- 
Israeli dispute could be used to obstruct rather 
than facilitate a stable peace in that area. 

Nevertheless, judged solely for themselves 
and discounted by the possibility of future re- 
versal, both moves are of great importance and 
can be expected to reinforce the Soviet cam- 
paign to convince Europe and Asia of Moscow's 
peaceful intentions. 

The Middle Eastern initiative fits the now- 
familiar pattern by which the Russians make a 
situation worse in order to step forward as the 
apostles of peace and concord. It was the Soviet 
sale of arms to Egypt that threatened to upset 
the balance between Israel and the Arab states. 
It was Moseow’s siding with the Arabs that “ex- 
acerbated” a situation which Moscow now urges 
everybody else not to exacerbate. 

But if the Russians mean what they say—if 
they will support a fair and feasible U.N. settle- 
ment, and join the West in guaranteeing it— 
the West cannot afford to reject the overture 
because of displeasure over Moscow's past con- 
duct. While Britain, France and the United 
States are pledged under the 1950 declaration 
to keep the peace in the Middle East, the unde- 
niable fact is that the Soviet Union can do a 
great deal to jeopardize the peace simply by 
supporting the Arab hotheads who do not mind 
playing with fire. And a United Nations settle- 
ment is impossible without Soviet participation. 

There can be no doubt that Moscow will be 
working primarily for Soviet. national interests 
in any Middle Eastern settlement. It will seek 
to weaken the Baghdad pact, to minimize West- 
ern influence in the area, and expand its own 
influence. But Russia has already exhibited a 
disconcerting ability to affect the course of 
events in the Middle East. The West cannot hope 
to exclude Soviet influence altogether. It can 
hope that Moscow, on a calm assessment of the 
situation, may conclude that its-own interests 
lie on the side of peace instead of war. 

Secretary Dulles was right, therefore, in giv- 
ing a cautious welcome to the Soviet initiative. 
It would be foolish to insist on American-British- 
French action under the 1950 declaration if 
broader action under the UMN. can be obtained. 

Let us hope that British officials, in their 
talks with Bulganin and Khrushchev in London, 
can lay the groundwork for fruitful U.N. negotia-

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What the Friends of Art Do 

The Friends of the City Art Museum, whose 
women's committee is acting as host to the 
second Conference of Women's Committees of 
Art Museums in America this week, fulfills a 
unique purpose. A mill tax income from the 
City of St. Levis now is so largely used for 
operating expenses, doubled over the years de- 
spite strenuous economies, that only 8 per cent 
of it remains for improvements and expansion 
of the art collection. The Friends, now num- 
bering 1713, through membership and an annual 
ball have raised more than $200,000 since their 
organization in April 1982. 

Fifteen thousand dollars of this sum was 
used toward purchase of-the Frans Hals oil 
“Portrait of an Unknown Woman,” $5500 on the 
purchase of “Young Man With a Pipe,” an oil 
by Georges de La Tour. Purchased entirely 
with Friends funds were a Sumerian bearded 
bull’s head of 2800-2600 B. C., one of the oldest 
objects of art in the collections; a Persian silver 
plate; a wood French Romanesque Madonna and 
Child of the twelfth eentury: the seventeenth 
century Duteh painter Gerard Van Hoenthorst’'s 
“Portrait of a Laughing Girl,” and a Graeco- 
Roman dress arnament of the first century B.C. 
Charles Nagel, director of the museum, says the 
activities of the women's committee have direct- 
ly inereased interest and attendance.

Museum fer an annual contributien of $10, $25, 
$50, $100 ear $250. Perquisites of membership 
include previews of major exhibitions: special 
gallery talks, lectures and films; quarterly

“Water is getting to be our most valuable re- 
source,” President Eisenhower said only the 
other day. Within coming weeks the President 
and his Administration are going to have a 
chance te shew how much they are willing te 
do te pretect that reseuree. The 1948 Water Pol- 
lution Contrel Act will expire June 30 and two 
measures to take its place are before Congress. 

The situation that must be dealt with is simple. 
The nation’s water is being polluted faster than 
mechanical means are reeleansing it. The chief 
offender is industry. Meantime, the demand for 
water is growing by leaps and gulps. A chief 
consymer is jndusiry. Clean water is requ,.ed 
also for domestic suppiy, sanitation, irrigation 
and other purposes. In the next 15 years the de- 
mand for clean water is expected te double. 

“A bill passed by the Senate last June would 
centribute $2,000,000 a year fer five years to 
defray one third to two thirds of the cost of 
State, interstate and municipal sewage purifica- 
tion prejeets approved by the Surgeon General. 
A House bill incorparates the terms of the Sen- 
ate measure and adds te it a billion dollars for 
matching grants totaling up te $100,000,000 a 


year, 
Both bills are deficient in enfercement power, 
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primary responsibility of the Federal Govern- 
ment. How do the Executive and Congress pro- 
post to'meet it? 
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Looking at the Arteries 

The extent to which traffic, transit and allied 
problems have risen on the scale of municipal 
concern may be judged“from Mayor Tucker's 
annual message to the Board of Aldermen. 

The Mayor's message dealt with two general 
themes, one of which—finances—was almost as 
traditional as was his warning: “No new ex- 
penges can be incurred without a tax increase.” 

Finances aside, Mr. Tucker emphasized the 
need for aldermanic action to improve facilities 
for moving people and vehicles. First on his list 
was a request for-a measure establishing the 
route of the Ozark Expressway. 

The very real possibility that Congress will 
increase the flow of federal funds earmarked 
for road building makes it essential that the 
Ozark route be approved soon. If there is a 
chance for an earlier start on construction than 
currently anticipated the city ought to be pre- 
pared to grab it, not let it go by default. 

The Mayor then turned to off-street parking 
which will become increasingly troublesome as 
the expressway system becomes a reality. He 
promised that solution of the off-street problem 
would be one of the prime objectives of his ad- 
ministration and solicited aldermanic support. 

Certainly the aldermen ought to approve his 
first parking proposal, the construction of two 
downtown parking garages. Engineering, traffic 
and financial studies indicate bovh their need 
and their feasibility, 

The Mayor also reported to the aldermen 
that they would be asked to appropriate the 
city’s share of the cost of the over-all transit 
survey to be recommended by the City-County 
Transit Committee. This would be the first 
detailed examination of the area's transit needs. 

The unexpected aldermanic decision to meet 
with city officials and members of the Legisla- 
ture on the transportation question is a clear 
sign of growing public concern over a steadily- 
worsening situation. Such a meeting conceivably 
could do some good. 

But definitive action in this area is impossible 
without the basie facts, and these are among the 
major objectives of the proposed transit survey. 
If the aldermen flash a green light for the sur- 
vey St. Louis can move a long way toward an 
eventual solution of what is fast becoming its 
No. 1 problem.

The Pros Have. lt in New Jersey 

Senator Kefauver's campaign has been slowed 
dewn somewhat in New Jersey. He appears to 
have elected anly one delegate, with half a vote, 
despite a strenuous campaign of persenal ap- 
pearances. Running unopposed on the “pop- 
ularity” preference ballot, as he did four years 
ago, he received fewer than 110,000 votes com- 
pared with 160,000 In 1952, 

The results indieate that Gov. Robert B. 
Meyner’s state Democratic organization main- 
tained a firm grip on the party machinery 
thraughout the state, electing 71 delegates with 
3542 votes and in statewide races turning out 
higher totals than Kefauver got. Gov. Meyner 
was an early supporter ef Adlai FE. Stevenson 
fer renomination, but his delegation will go to 
the convention unpledged and his unchallenged 
eontral ef it will put him in a strong bargaining 
pesitien. 

Senator Kefauver, who likes to campaign as 
a foe of “bosses,” was allied in Jersey City 
with the remnants of the Hague-Eggers machine. 
Apparently he got his best vote in the prefer- 
enee primary there, but failed te make much 
of a dent in the more important delegate 
contests. 

On the Repyhliean side, President Eisenhower 
wag unopposed, yet appears to be headed fer a 
substantial total of mere than 325,000 preference 
vetes.

We are losing because we are backing 
the wrong beast.

We forget that a Lion, a creature of 
this world, is subject to time, that his 
claws are worn, his teeth mere stumps, 
his eyes cloudy with age, that he has 
lost his speed and his spring, that he 
has begun to shrink and is now dwarfed 
by eagles that darken the sky and 
bears that come rearing out of their 
winter caves as tall as fir trees. 


We have kept this Lion in captivity 
top long. He has yawned ang dezed be- 
hind hars through too many years. 
When he roars now it is anly because 
his dinner is late, and no longer be- 
cause he wishes te ehallenge and ter- 
rify his enemies and ours. 

All sorts of shabby beasts come 
trotting up, give his tail a nip, sereech 
in derision, and remp and prance with- 
in sight of his sad yellow eyes. Now that 
he is so old, Lien-taming is a corny act, 
well down on the bill. We know all this, 
but habit persists: we still put our 
money on him, and so lose it readily. 

Even new we are net risking the Uni- 
corn, that odd creature which found its 
way on to our ceaat of arms one morn- 
ing wher all the sound types at the

where. Some unsound fellow, after- 
wards dismissed witheut a _ pension, 
opened a gate not marked on any plan 
of the establishment, to admit this fabu- 
lous monster. 

We tolerate him—after all, he leoks 
pretty on summer afternoons, and the 
ladies, bless them, haye always had 3 
fancy for him—but, of course, no solj 
meney, direct from the City, backs his 
chance, even at a sparting long odds.

Unlike the Lion, he is as 
young as ever he was, as swift and 
strong: his eyes are undimmed; his sin- 
gle horn as tense and unyielding as it 
was many centuries ago. He was magi- 
cal then, he is magical now. 

But, of course, if we lose faith in 
the Unicorn, if we are secretly afraid 
of him, if we deliberately pretend he 
is not with us new, then he cannot help 
us, for he is fixed, motionless and pew- 
erless, until we speak the word that re- 
leases him. Perhaps we leave that word 
unspoken because we think that any 
such happy magic don’t work. 

Too many of us islanders now he- 
lieve ohly in the other kind, a dark 
sorcery far remeved from the Unicorn 
and all he represents. 

Under the spell of this dark sorcery, 
prohably designed to make us follow 
the social insects, we prostrate our- 
selves before the vast cement altar of 
the unimaginative, the uncreative, the 
unentertaining, the uninyentive.

Mystery in Vitriol 

AMBROSE BIERCE AND THE BLACK WILLS. 

aul Fatout. (University ef Oklahoma, $3.56. 

“Saint! Sinner! Hero! Wretch!” Such 
were the epithets alternately hurled at 
Ambrose Bierce, celebrated author, sol- 
dier, journalist and critic, who, for al- 
most half a century, created a verita- 
ble storm by his journalistic insult, wit 
and satire. As one of America’s first 
newspaper columnists on the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner and in his other writ- 
ings and stories, he spared neither 
rich nor powerful, pious nor gentle in 
his caustic comments. For a time, “Bit- 
ter Bierce” was the most widely read 
journalist on the Pacifie coast. 


Two mysteries surrounded the hectie 
career of this celebrated but restless 
spirit, who found difficulty in planting 
firm roots anywhere. He suddenly dis- 
appeared from the American scene in 
1879-1881; he finally and’ completely : 


disappeared in revolution-tern Mexico 
in 1913. How Bierce met his ultimate 
fate is not entirely certain, but the 
author has sueceeded admirably in solv- 
ing the earlier mystery. 

- > . 

In the present slender volume Prof 
Fatout presents the caustic Bierce in a 
role—business agent of the Black Hills | 
Placer Mining Company. The fAarra- 
tive begins with a colorful pictyre of - 
the gold fever in the Dakota Territery 
in the late 1870s. 

Lured by seductive propaganda, a 
motley crowd of eager and perplexed 
gold seeking adventurers rush te the 
new El Derado—higgest stampede in 
20 years. Deadwood and other typi- 
cal boom towns, permanent settlements 
and ephemeral ghost towns, with their . 
jammed hotels and boarding houses, nu- . 
merous saloons and gambling palaees, 
bad men and “ladies of easy virtue,” 
the author boldly presents with a sure 
and masterly hand. 


The remainder of the volume deals 
with Bierce’s experienees at Rocker- 
ville, where the erstwhile mordant 
newspaper celebrity, drove his Ys 


and fost. Though without previous m 
ing experience and in the face of in- 
superable odds, he succeeded in hyild- 
ing the great flume that carried water 
to the newly discovered gold mine in 
the Rockerville gulches. 

+ . + 

For six months he labored tirelessly 
and faithfully without a centract and 
without salary. With company effieials 
constantly at loggerheads and ehbstruc- 
tion and confusion at every turn, Bierce 
found himself in a real dilemma. When 
his position became untenable, he 
washed his hands of the whole affair— 
a greatly disillusioned but wiser man. 

Prom this harrowing experience, 
Bierce the argonaut emerges 2 brilliant 
honest, courageous fighter. The vitrial- 
ic man of letters, haying been bitten by 
the bee of gold and stung grievously, 
onee more returned to his calling. 

This brief but fast moving and schol- 
arly narrative is, indeed, a wo 
companion to the author’s former iL 
liant werk—‘“Ambrose Bierce: Devil's 
Lexicographer.” Not only does it fill 
a gap in the career of the controversial 
man of letters but also casts a ray of 
light on the strange operations er ma- 
nipulation of some Wall Street finan- 
ciers, especially in relation te Western 
mining.

e ‘Organization of Ameri- 
can™ states is working to pro- 
vide better schools, more ade- 
quate housing and better health 
programs throughout South and 
Central America, Alberto Se- 
pulveda Contreras, Chilean am- 
bassador to the Organization of 
American States, said here last 
night. 

He spoke at the annual Pan 
American day dinner, spon- 
sored by the Inter-American 
Division of the St. Louis Coun- 
cil on World Affairs, at Hotel 
Coronado. Earlier in the day he 
was officially received at City 
Hall by Mayor Raymond R 
Tucker 

The observance of Pan Amer- 
ican dav coincided with the 
sixty-sixth anniversary of the 
founding of the Organization of 
American States 

A technical co-operation pro- 
gram, under the supervision of 
the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council of the Or- 
ganization of American States, 
was launched in 1950, he said, 
and with funds made available 
by member states, projects for 
training technicians from all 
American republics were started. 

“These young technicians, on 
returning to their respective 
eountries, trained groups of 
their countrymen in the new 
techniques of farming, teaching, 
nursing and other activities 
vital to the welfare of the 
people,” he said. 

A major goal of the OAS is 
to wipe out illiteracy and bring 
about free, universal and com- 
pulsory education everywhere 
in the Western Hemisphere 

“Surveys have shown that 
millions of Americans are il- 
literate and millions of school 
children lack even the rudi- 
mentary school and teaching fa- 
cilities,” he said. “Toward the 
solution of this problem the 
OAS has established the Inter- 
American Rural School. at 
Rubio, Venezuela.” 

Rural teachers are trained in 
this school, he added 

He estimated that 125,000.000 
persons in Latin America live 
in substandard homes which re- 
quire major repairs or 
plete replacement 
OAS aims at providing low 
cost, hygienic housing and bet- 
ter city planning

It should convey to Amer- 
ican policy-makers who have 
taken an arbitrary line on Ger- 
man rearmament something of 
the searing and devastating ex- 
perience communicated by re- 
turning soldiers—those who did 
survive—to all of Germany.

States “is in urgent need of 
many more trained personnel in 
science and engineering.” 

“In our own field of atomic 
energy, the lack of scientific and 
technical personnel is consid- 
erably more serious than money 
or raw materials as a limiting 
factor for the future,” he said. 

Libby disclosed that the AEC 
is getting only 25 per cent of 
the trained reactor technicians 
it needs each year. The com- 
mission is able to hire only 500 
of these specialists annually, 
compared with the 2000 it 
needs, he ‘told the subcommit- 
tee. 

In an attempt to increase the 
supply of trained scientific per- 
sonnel, the Commission will ask 
Congress “within three or four 
weeks” to authorize a program 
under which the AEC would 
contribute to the cost df nu- 
clear reactors used by educa- 
tional] institutions, Libby said. 

Lending Authority. 

The AEC, Libby said, now 
has authority to lend stripped- 
dow nreactors and other train- 
ing devices to colleges and will 
spend about $3,000,000 this year 
on this phase of its program. 

He explained that the addi- 
tional authority to be requested 
would enable the commission to 
give direct financial assistance 
to colleges and universities for 
construction of reactors to be 
owned and operated by the in- 
stitutions. 

Libby, professor of chemistry 
at the University of Chicago on | 
leave to be a scientific member 
of the AEC, was the first wit- 
ness as the research subcom- 
mittee opened hearings on the 
country’s shortage of scientists 
and technicians. 

Representative Melvin Price 
(Dem.), East St. Louis, subcom- 
mittee chairman, said the hear- 
ings would seek to determine 
ways of maintaining United 
States scientific leadership. 

“We have been entirely too 
complacent,” Price said, “in as- 
suming American superiority 
in the scientific and engineer- 
ing fields.” He warned that 
Soviet Russia is taking “mas- 
sive strides toward scientific 
supremacy” in some fields. 

Price recently called for a 
“crash” program, similar to the 
intensive effort which produced 
the first atomic bomb, to train 
increased numbers of scientific i= 

personnel. >

$150,000 Would Be Used 
for Fence and Land- 
scaping.

WASHINGTON, April 18 ~— 
A sum of $150,000 for work on 
the old courthouse on the St. 
Louis riverfront is included in 
an interior Department ap- 
propriation bill scheduled to go 
to the Senate next Monday. 

The $433,861,400 measure. 
covering department operations 
in the next fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, was approved yes- 
terday by the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee, which in- 
creased the amount allowed by 
the House for the National Park 
Service. 

The $150,000 would be used 
to erect an iron fence on a gran- 
ite base around the courthouse 
and to landscape the grounds 
within the fence. The court- 
house is on the site of the pro- 
posed Jefferson National Ex- 
pansion Memorial project. 

About $200,000 already has 
been spent by the Park Service. } 
which has jurisdiction over the 
‘memorial site, for restoration of | 


the courthouse. This money was 
alloted independently of river- 
front development plans. 

A Senate-House conference 
committee is deadlocked aver 
another appropriation bill con- 
taining different versions of the 
proposed $3,000,000 federal con- 
tribution for the project. 

A compromise sum of $2.- 
640,000 has been agreed on by 
the conferees, but the appropri- 
ation measure itself has not 
been approved.

The script which Bidney Sheldon has got together bears 
only the remotest resemblance to the original—most of it 
still is on a trans-Atlantic ocean liner, and there's still a 
crook involved (although now Phil Harris in the role has 
only a pale and unhumorous echo of the comedy part which 
Victor Moore made famous). The new script starts out 
briskly enough with Crosby an established musical comedy 
star and O'Connor a new sensation, both of whom conde- 
scend to do a show with the other, and each of whom goes 
out and hires a leading lady. The situation of the two rival 
leading ladies isn't good for much mileage; it begins to spin 
its wheels early. But even if the humor fades out, the plot 
does manage to bring each star en appropriate share of the 
song and dance numbers, and they're good.

NOBODY CAN POSSIBLY KEEP UP with the baby’s 
game of throw and throw again, and nobody ought to try it. 
Tie the ball to the crib with an elastic string just long 
enough, no longer, for him to pull the ball back again. It 
need only just hang over the edge of the crib. Tie a bell on 
the crib, but tie it up close and tight so that while it rings 
when he gives it a shake, it cannot get into his crib where 
he might roll on it and hurt himself. Tie the wooly toys, 
the soft things he plays with, on his crib and he will soon 
learn to help himself.

Dr. Joseph E. Maddy Opened the Door That Led to Student Orchestras Throughout the Land

Winn he was a freshman 


in high school, ‘Dr. Joseph ' 


E. Maddy had to. thoose 
between school and violin les- 
sons because the Wellington 
(Kan.) Board of Education 
wouldn't stand for both. He re- 
luctantly gave up school but 
immediately launched a crusade 
to see that later generations of 
teen-age.s got a better break 
than he did. ‘ 

Today, that crusade is credited 
by music educators with open- 
ing the door to music classes 
in school curricula and the 
formation of student orchestras 
in most of the nation’s high 
schools. As a result, Dr. Maddy 
is convinced, young people to- 
day are more enthusiastic than 
ever before about good music 
and be-bop doesn’t stand a 
chance against Bach. 

Several hundred of those 
musical teen-agers came to St. 
Louis this week to play in the 
National High School Orches- 
tra, renewing a project which 
Dr. Maddy, now professor of 
music at the University of 
Michigan, helped start 30 years 
ago. The orchestra, of which 
Dr. Maddy was guest con- 
ductor, appeared Monday night 
at Kiel Auditorium as a fea- 
ture of the Golden Anniversary 
convention of the Music Edu- 
cators’ National Conference, 
which ends today. 

“Young people today love 
fine music,” said Dr. Maddy. 
“And music does much for 
them. Music enriches their 
lives, gives them a great meas- 
ure of gentleness, adds to their 
stature as individuals and as 
good citizens. You don’t find 
many musicians in the peni- 
tentiary.” 

Dr. Maddy himself—that title 
is an honorary degree from the 
Cincinnati Conservatory of Mu- 
sic—faced a bitter struggle in 
his own youthful drive to be- 
come a good musician. Son of 
a “country fiddler,” he was 
given a violin when he was 
only a youngster, and in that 
moment a dream was born. 

“I was taking violin lessons 
over in Wichita,” he said, “and 
I wanted to combine that with 
my school, but the Board of 
Education told me I had to 
choose between one or the 
other. My dad was a member 
of the board and even that 
didn’t help. So I dropped out 
of school to study violin and 
viola and two years later I was 
the youngest member of the 
viola section in the Minneapolis 
Symphony.”

minded missionaries. 

“It may take hundreds of 
years to create a_ universal 
spoken or written language and 
in those hundreds of years 
many millions of human lives 
may be sacrificed in devastating 
wars,” he said. “Meanwhile, we 
have through music and related 
arts, an effective medium which 
can go a long way toward 
bringing about § international 
understanding and good will. 

“We music educators § are 
custodians of the most potent 
force in existence for bringing 
about mutual understanding 
among nations. Let us take 
this responsibility seriously and 
take the lead in the promotion 
of world friendship through 
music.”

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_Jewish Women's Group Sends Toys to Youngsters Who Have None

MERICAN parents who 
A wace through toys and books 

and wads of clay and crum- 
pled paper and mangled crayons 
might find it hard to conceive 
of children who have no toys, 
no work materials, not even 
such rudimentary things as 
pencils and paper. 

“But there are parts of the 
world,” points out Sylvia 
Snyder, field representative of 
the North Central Regional 
section of the National Council 
of Jewish Women, “where day 
by day existence is difficult, 
where actual sustenance has 
been a problem, where schools 
are primitive, and there is no 
opportunity for toys.” 

For the past 10 years, mem- 
bers of the N.C.J.W. have con- 
ducted a project called Ship-A- 
Box, through which they send 
such simple things as pencils 
and paper, toys, games, blocks 
and tools, and stuffed animals 
and dolls to children who have 
none of these things. Members 
of the St. Louis section will 
send 3000 items to Tunisia this 
year. On a national scale, mem- 
bers have sent more than 1,000,- 
000 gifts. Tonight members at- 
tending the North Central Re- 
gional Conference here at Hotel 
Chase will hold a birthday 
party to celebrate the tenth 
anniversary of the project. 

On the first day of the con- 
ference, local chairmen and 
members met with national rep- 
resentatives to show samples 
of toys made by the St. Louis 
group and to learn of the ideas 
of other sections of the region. 
Miss Snyder, for example, told 
of a toy elephant made of terry- 
cloth which is a specialty of the 
Kansas City section, and told 
how members of the Golden 
Age club for the elderly in an- 
other town carved blocks with 
Hebrew characters so children 
in Israel could learn the alpha- 
bet. Mrs. Marcus Katz, chair- 
man of Community Welfare, the 
St. Louis N.C.J.W. division un- 
der which Ship-A-Box works, 
told how they stretch a.shoe- 
string to go a long way. 

“Our annual allotment is 
$170,” she explained, “and it 
costs us $5.81 in postage for 
each box. This year we're send- 
ing 24 boxes—each box consist- 
ing of 70 to 80 items—so that 
$140 of our $170 is used up for 
postage alone. So we have to 
beg for most of the things we 
need. 

“These dolls, for instance,” 
she held up a cuddly doll wear- 
ing a frilly yellow organdy 
dress, “are made out of white 
work socks. The material for 
the dresses is donated by the 
husband of one of the members, 
a mattress company donates the 
stuffing. 

“We have people save shirt- 
boards for us and then we make 
them into scrapbooks like this,” 
she turned the pages of a book 
filled with bright colored pic- 
tures of puppy dogs and flowers 
and children. 

Hotels donate sample sized 
soap to be sent in the boxes, 
and two schools give the group 
the contents of their Lost and

They arrive 
early in the morning, work un- 
til 2:30 with time out for a 
sandwich lunch, and _ usually 
make about 30 dolls plus scrap- 
boeks and cobblers’ aprons 
with pockets for crayons. The 
dolls and stuffed toys are de- 
lightfully imaginative—a pup- 
pet, an Oliver Dragon species 
with yarn hair and shoebutton 
eyes, is made from an old 
striped sock. Toy clowns with 
jingle bells on their arms are 
scraps of 
fabric. Members love to add 
their own touches, such as pink 
felt toenails on a stuffed animal 
or yarn eyelashes on a doll.

In the early days of the proj- 
ect, boxes were sent to France, 
Italy, Belgium, Holland, and 
Greece. Later on, they went to 
Austria, Hungary, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Poland, and Romania. 
As many of the countries went 
behind the Iron Curtain or be- 
came able to take care of their 
own institutions, aid was shift- 
ed to other countries. Now 
Ship-A-Box serves Israel, Al- 
geria, Morocco, Tunisia 
India. Kindergartens, schools, 
infant-child centers, youth cen- 
ters and children’s homes are 
among the recipients. Pictures 
and letters testify to the wel- 
come t he boxes receive, Wrote 
Soshana Winkler, a kindergar- 
ten teacher in Tunisia: 

“It is a big job that you do 
by sending these children these 
articles to give them peace and 
contentment because they miss 
a lot of it in their own fam- 
ilies.”’

search, but most of it stays 
right in the home community,” 
said Mrs. LaFarge.
